“However,” he added, “once this 
starts, things are going to be 
pretty rough around here. It 
would require some pretty high 
level action to say the least.” 

Soviet Intentions Unknown. 

The American official said it 
could not be immediately deter- 
mined whether the Russians were 
“just talking” or really intended 
forceful action. Nor was it known 
whether the statement had been 
forwarded to United States and 
British authorities as a formal 
letter of protest. 

The Russians have made fre- 
quent allegations of flight rule 
breaches since the night and day 
air lift to supply western Berlin 
was instituted nearly two months 
ago.

This policy puts profits in the. builder’s and 
the banker’s pockets but is unconcerned about 
the buyer’s welfare, It does not offer him a 
cheaper or better house. It merely mortgages 
his future with 20 or 25 years of heavy payments. 
It also mortgages federal taxpayers. When the 
recession comes after today’s business boom, many

Government will then have to borrow money 
to pay off the mortgage- holders, because the 
charge for federal mortgage insurance does not 
begin to cover the staggering liability. 3 

The Government will be under heavy pressure 
to sell out and evict people whose fault was in 
needing housing so desperately that they went 
‘Out beyond their depth to get it. If the Govern- 
ment should take a more mercifyul.course than 
this, its losses would be multiplied. 

Thus, Congress has voted to continue a boom 
that depends mainly on ever-larger infusions of 
Government credit. It is the policy ‘of the last 
15 years on a more grandiose scale than ever: 
To finance private building with public money 
and shift all the risks to buyers and taxpayers. 
Yet this industry that begs at the Treasury 
prates of “private enterprise” and calls slum 
clearance and public housing “Socialism”! 

This policy grew out of the real estate lobby’s 
control in the House. The Senate had twice 
passed the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill, a much 
better measure, but the bosses of the House used 
every trick in the book to keep the House from 
voting on it. The urge to enact some kind of 
housing bill in this campaign year finally made 
the Senate yield to the same dictation. Even 
Senator Taft finally said he would vote against 
his own’ bill and for the poor substitute. 

The T-E-W bill was also generous with the 
public credit, but it recognized that the housing 
problem cannot be solved without mass produc- 
tion and lower prices, and it embodied aids to 
that end. It fairly held that as long as the Gov- 
ernment subsidizes the builders and bankers of 
high-priced housing, a modest fraction of the 
money must go to clear slums and benefit slum- 
dwellers. , 

Congress now has adopted the weakness of 
the T-E-W bill without its saving graces. It has 
given notice to the housing industry that it need 
not mend its ways, because indulgent Uncle Sam 
will again come to its rescue. - 

This is what the Eightieth Congress offers in 
the name of housing. President Truman has 
vetoed other bills with less cause. 
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Deadlock on the Danube 


Andrei Vishinsky’s language at the Danube 
Conference is, as always, brutally, frank to the 
point of insulting, but one of his major conten- 
tions has a good deal of reason behind it. Mr. 
Vishinsky rejects the Western contention that 
the Danube convention of 1921 be used as the 
basis of a new agreement, on the ground that 
Russia was ignored in writing the 1921 document. 

In 1921, Soviet Russia was in as bad grace 
with the Western powers as it is now, and it was 
thén so weak that it could be brushed aside. The 
1921 convention was formed and placed in effect 
under British and French auspices. It is not un- 
natural if Russia now plans to use the votes of 
her Danubian satellites to get revenge for a 
slight sustained 27 years ago. 

The prospects for anything constructive to 
emerge from the Danube Conference seem very 
dim. In all likelihood, nothing can be accom- 
plished toward freeing the Danube for the heavy 
commerce it should carry, except as part of a 
general negotiation of the larger issues by of- 
ficials of top cabinet rank, not to say the heads 
of states. , | 


Russia doubtless can ram through any agree- 
‘ment she wants for the part of the Danube 


controlled by the satellite powers. But it can do 
nothing about the 350 miles from Ulm, Germany, 
downstream to Mathausen, Austria, which is 
under United States control. The satellites are 
just as powerless to reach terms with the United 
States on the Danube as they were to join the 
Marshall plan. .

Mother Russia also does not wash. As quoted in 
the current issue of Time magazine, the Commu- 
nist credo runs: 

...1 pledge myself to rally the masses to 
defend the Soviet Union, the land of victori- 
ous socialism. I pledge myself to remain at 
all times a vigilant and firm defender of the 
Leninist line of the party, the only line that 
insures the triumph of Soviet power in the 
United States. 

We had plain evidence of where Communist 
loyalty lies in the last war. So long as Russia 
was at peace, the war between Nazi Germany 
and the West was another hateful “imperialist 
struggle.” The day that Russia was attacked, 
the war was transformed into a holy crusade and 
all good Communists rallied to the cause. 

The Communists then threw the full strength 
of their propaganda machine into getting the 
United States into the war. After Pearl Harbor, 
American Communists, on orders from Moscow, 
abandoned the call for a proletarian dictatorship 
and for a while became hardly distinguishable 
from native left-of-center groups. The war won, 
the party line suddenly swerved away from any 
co-operation with non-Communist groups. Brow- 
der was not agile, or servile, enough to make the 
turn on schedule and was tossed out.

Browder in New York. He refused to talk, but 
he may change his mind when the gall has had 
more time to eat into his vitals. It will be some- 
thing to hear if the one-time party secretary joins 
the smaller fry at the wailing wall. . 
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A Chairmanship for Short 

Congressman Dewey Short’s renomination in 
the Seventh Missouri District means that he is 
as good as re-elected, the political history of 
Southwestern Missouri being what it is. That 
means in turn that Dewey Short will be chair- 
man of the House Armed Services Committee if 
the Republicans control the House in the Eighty- 
first Congress. This is so for the reason that 
Chairman Walter G. Andrews of New York is not 
a candidate for re-election and that Dewey Short 
is the next ranking Republican on the committee. 

It is another indictment of the seniority sys- 
tem. in Congress that a member with Dewey 
Short’s record and outlook should advance auto- 
matically to this vital chairmanship. Is Con- 
gress unwilling to take the steps necessary to 
protect itself and the country against just such 
inevitable results of the seniority system? Re- 


. form of the committee assignment system should 


be a supplement to the congressional reorganiza- 
tion undertaken in the LaFollette-Monroney 
Act. 

As for Dewey Short as chairman of the Armed 
Services Committee, it can only be hoped that 
he is beginning to know the kind of world in 
which we live. He has seen enough to recognize 
that his earlier views on national defense and 
foreign policy. do not stand up. These times 
should have brought perspective to the once

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A Perversion of Radio 

The Federal Communications Commission de- 
serves applause for its move to curb, if not elim- 
inate, radio programs in the nature of lotteries 
or gift: enterprises. 

There is such a rash of these programs, 
shrewdly capitalizing on the acquisitive instinct, 
that at the more popular radio hours it is hard 
to find a program designed merely to entertain 
or edify. The “gee-whizz” atmosphere of syn- 
thetic excitement which the masters of cere- 
monies try to generate hardly flatters the general 
intelligence. 

These considerations are wholly aside from 
the question of whether the programs violate the 
‘anti-lottery laws. Court decisions have held that 
in order to constitute a lottery an enterprise 
must embrace three elements—chance, a prize 
and a consideration on the part of the receiver. 


Chance and a prize certainly are present ele- | 


ments in the give-away programs. The considera- 
tion of the receiver is his ownership, of a radio 


and a telephone and the contribution of his

Necessity for Public Housing 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


In spite of the real estate lobby’s tactics, private interests have 
“proved conclusively” that adequate housing is possible only with 
federal aid; public housing is required for low-income people: expe- 
rience with it shows that “the government can be a good landlord.”

(Congress has just killed the Taft- 
Ellender-Wagner bill and passed two “sud- 
stitutes” which . make the Government 
liable for a large expansion of mortgage 
credit for private building but excludes 
low-rent public housing.) 


In his address to Congress, President 
Truman pointed out that in federal hous- 
ing the Senate had already passed the “good 
Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill,” but that the 
House had stalled it off. 


For the past four years Congress has 
been subjected to lobbying both for and 
against federal housing. The lobby against 
federal housing has been financed by vari- 
ous real estate interests, The fight for fed- 
eral housing has been directed pretty much 
by ‘National Public Housing Conference, 
Inc., the co-ordinating medium for 40 na- 
tional veterans’, labor, educational, church, 
welfare and citizens’ groups. 


The N.P.H.C. came close to winning its 
fight in the Eightieth Congress. It claims 
the failure to pass the Taft-Ellender-Wag- 
ner housing bill lies squarely with certain 
Republicans in the House. It names Rep- 
resentative Jesse Wolcott of Michigan, chair- 
man of the Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee, as the one individual most responsible 
for the lack of affirmative action, It names 
Representatives Halleck of Indiana and A)- 
len of Illinois as his chief helpers. It names 
certain other Congressmen, including Rolla 
McMillen, as committee members who at- 
tempted to intimidate -witnesses and build 
a hearing record in line with their own 
preconceived ideas of the subject. 

The record as distributed by the Public 
Housing Conference is not pretty; it smacks 
far too much of what the average citizen 
calls “politics.” 

Private investors have proved conclusive- 
ly by their actions that we wi not have 


‘ 


adequate housing without federal aid. Even 
before the war we had to have law-cost 
federal housing to provide healthful living 
quarters for our lower-paid citizens, espe- 
cially those with large families. 

During the war numerous federal hous- 
ing projects were built in defense areas. 
Some of them were temporary, some per- 
manent. Those who have lived in such 
permanent communities as Fairlington just 
outside Washington know that federal 
housing can be beautiful, comfortable and 
constructive. 

The Government can be & good landlord: 
it has the record of paying its share of 
community expenses to go with its build- 
ing projects, Theoretically tax-free, the 
federal projects have a good record of pay- 
ing for municipal services. 


In private industry, only insurance com- 
panies seem to be doing any large-scale 
construction, with a few private companies 
also involved in building “low-cost homes” 
in large cities. Outside of the insurance 
companies’ construction, “low-cost” homes 
have the appearance of being cheap homes. 

From the standpoint of all but the larg- 
est cities, this national pattern of home 
construction is unsatisfactory because in- 
surance laws prohibit the companies from 
building apartment buildings in cities of 
less than 100,000 population, and only a 
moderate part of our national population 
resides in. such cities. 

The United States needs federal hous- 
ing aids to cities, states and individuais, 
and failing of success with aids, we need 
actual federal construction and operation 
of housing. 

The cost of building has reached the level 
where private industry cannot do the job 
alone. The first step in the right direc- 
tion will be immediate House passage of 
the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill.

Between Book Ends 
W hen the Scourge Strikes 


THE PLAGUE, by Albert Camus. (Knopf, $3.00.) 
Morris Wattenberg in the Milwaukee 
Journal. 


Be forewarned. One day the rats are 
going to come out in broad daylight to 
die—in your own town. They are here al- 
ready. And after the rats comes the dead- 
ly plague, just as it did in Oran, that rather 
ordinary port town whose people were just 
as blase and wrapped up in themselves as 
you are. Like the people of Oran, you, too, 
will be isolated, and then you will have to 
face up to the terrible facts you choose to 
ignore. 

This is the gist of Albert Camus’ new 
novel, a brave and ambitious allegory which 
attempts to prick the conscience of man- 
kind. Superficially, it is a chronicle writ- 
ten by Dr. Bernard Rieux, resembling De- 
foe’s “Journal of the Plague Year” with its 
gruesome scenes of the scourge . stalking 
the city of London. But the underlying 
warning is not against contagion of the 
body but against war, that contagion of 
the spirit of men and nations. 

Camus’ thinking is mature, almost too 
wise to be provoking. Camus knows that 


* the pendulum will swing back after the 


plague, that people will be the same again, 

that they will have lost the knack of work- 

ing together to ward off death. For the 

“healers,” those who know what is to be 

done (in the novel, Dr. Rieux and Tarrou), 

Camus holds out the hope of the “happy 

city” where common decency will reign, 
after a last visitation of the rats. 

The parallel between plague and war, 

from the initial sense of exile to the danc- 

ing in the streets at 

the end, is  néatly 

drawn. Like'a social 

technologist,’ Camus 

depicts the fumbling 

of the authorities, the 

sapping away of peo- 

ple’s finer emotions, 

the spread of super- 

stition. Eventually the 

weather, a new se- 

rum and the work of 

volunteers help stem 

the tide. In these 

narrative portions the 

style is quaint, not 

unlike Swift describ- 

Albert Camus ing the Lilliputians. 

The problems of disposing of the dead are 

handled with a touch of macabre risibility. 

But the novel limps in characterization. 

Camus seems obsessed by the notion that 

all characters must have’ idiosyncrasies. 

Only the priest, Paneloux; emerges as a 

flesh and blood character. From being the 

self-righteous man who saw the plague 

as a punishment for men’s sins, he be- 

comes more humane. He, too, is appalled 

by the slaughter of the itnnocent. The 

plague becomes a test of his faith. This 

he proves by refusing doctor’s ministrations 

when stricken. And he, too, becomes a 
victim. ! 

Camus’ clarion call to stop war may have 

a tired and tinny sound to the young and 

romantic. But for those who have faced 

war's ravages for two generations, it is a 
thoughtful and realistic, warning.

HAVE before me.an article en- 
titled, “A Practical Scheme to 
Settle DPs” by Herman Mauer, 
which contains suggestions by «a 
resident of a displaced persons 


amp. | 

In the first-place, this displaced 
persons suggests that America, 
being the only nation rich enough 
today, should be the one primarily 
to put his suggestions into opera- 
tion, 

He considers that since we ob- 
ject to immigrants in this country 
we should call them slaves and 
import them as we did in the old 
days, to be used for the comfort 
and increased profit of their own- 
ers. He computes that there are 
at least 60,000,000 people who 
urgently need te be moved from 
displaced persons camps. Of this 
number there may be 10,000,000 
sick or dying whom it would not 
be advan us to buy. But the 
others, he feels sure, would be 
quite willing, as slaves, te under- 
take all such disagreeable occu- 
pations in this country that our 
citizens c¢ensidar beneath them. 
In his eategory ef jobs, he: in- 
cludes farm laborers and hotse- 
hold workers. 


¥ # . 

THOSE we cannot absorb, he 
suggests, should go to colonies 
that are as yet underdeveloped. 
And while these DPs woul@ per- 
haps be owned by Americans, 
they would be owned because the 
Americans had investments in 
these colonies and could use hu- 
man beings’ who were willing te 
work ag slaves. 

This man feelg that since we 
Americans take good care of our 
autemobiles and our lawns, we 
would take care of them also if 
we owned them as slaves. And, 
he reasons, there would soon be 
competition among us to be good 
owners of well-treated slaves, 

I should like te quote a part to- 
ward the end of this article: 

“Tet no one imagine that the 
immigration laws of the United 
States can be altered one jot:or 
tittle In this twentieth century; 
the miserable fate of even the 
token legislation proposed for the 
relief of displaced persone in the 
Americana Congress amply proves 
that.
